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Scalded inmate files federal suit against county

Jailed on meth charges, Medley claims hearing, vision loss after another inmate throws boiling water in face

A former Lawrenceburg resi¬ 
dent has filed a federal lawsuit 
against Anderson County, its 
judge-executive, jailer and others 
claiming that he was burned by 


another inmate while incarcer¬ 
ated at the Shelby County Deten¬ 
tion Center. 

Robert Medley, who was being 
held on charges that he manufac¬ 
tured and distributed metham- 


phetamine, claims that the deten¬ 
tion center allows inmates to have 
“hot pots,” electrical devices used 
to rapidly boil water. He claims 
that on June 9 of last year, another 
inmate boiled a pot of water and 


threw it on Medley’s face, left ear 
and left eye. 

Medley claims jail staff applied 
cream to his burns and placed him

Pool party 
on hold as 
fiscal court 
seeks bids 

Study shows swimming facility 
would turn profit; little talk on 
how to pay $2.8 million debt

The Anderson County Fiscal 
Court voted Tuesday morning to 
advertise for bids for a swimming 
facility, but not actually build it. 

By a 4-1 vote, magistrates 
approved soliciting bids for a pro¬ 
posed $2.8 million facility that will 
include a water 
slide, diving 
boards, splash 
park area and 
other features. 

That vote 
means only that 
the fiscal court 
will receive 
bids, and a sepa¬ 
rate vote is still 
required to actu¬ 
ally approve 
building the facil¬ 
ity. 

Magistrates lis¬ 
tened as the com¬ 
pany hired to per¬ 
form a feasibility 
study told them 
that the facility 
would cover its 
own operational 
costs based on an 
estimated 40,000 
people using the 
facility during an 
80-day swimming 
season. 

The study 
claims that the 
average person will spend $5 each 
time they visit, giving the fiscal 
court a $200,000 operating budget to 
cover expenses that are forecast to 
be around roughly $182,000. 

The forecast didn’t include and 
magistrates didn’t discuss how the 
debt service on nearly $3 million 
will be paid, which would equal 
nearly $190,000 a year on a 20-year 
loan. 

Magistrate Juretta Wells voted 
against soliciting bids, saying the 
county has more pressing needs for 
EMS and county clerk facilities. 
Voting in favor were magistrates

Painting with pollen 

Daylily farmers spend decades creating 750 varieties

The semi-trailer stuffed with 
flowers would never be able to 
climb the hill. 

David Kirchhoff and Mort 
Morss had hired five tractor- 
trailers — stacked five levels high 
with thousands of their prize¬ 
winning daylily hybrids — to 
follow them one by one, week by 


week from Florida to their new 
business location in Lawrence¬ 
burg. 

The steep gravel drive off 
Gilberts Creek Road proved to be 
as insurmountable an ascent as 
climbing a mountain. 

All of the perennials, neatly 
organized inside in the first truck 
to arrive in Lawrenceburg, need-

Audits show 


taxpayers 

purchased 
Creatine 
for inmates 

Conway mum; Treasurer says 
state auditor'nitpicking'

A pair of state audits released last week 
show that Anderson County taxpayers 
purchased muscle building powder, uri¬ 
nary pain relief tablets, unnecessarily 
paid sales tax on numerous occasions and 
revealed a rash of other problems. 

Despite being classified by state Audi¬ 
tor Adam Edelen as “clean,” the 2011 and 
2012 audits of the Anderson County Fis¬ 
cal Court reveal issues ranging from how 
county employees handle cash to credit 
card purchases that were “unreasonable 
and/or unnecessary to the purpose of any 
county business,” according to the report. 

Each year’s audit includes lists of what 
Edelen called “material weaknesses” and 
“significant deficiencies.” 

In the audit reports, Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway was given an oppor¬ 
tunity to respond to each of the auditor’s 
findings and declined. 

Contacted Friday, Conway declined to 
discuss any of the specific findings, but 
said, “I take full responsibility for every¬ 
thing in the audit reports.” 

Conway was judge-executive for the sec¬ 
ond half of the 2011 fiscal year and all of 
2012. His predecessor, Steve Cornish, served 
through Dec. 31,2011. 

County Treasurer Dudley Shryock said

Mitchell names Glass interim high school principal

Chris Glass was named 
interim principal of Ander¬ 
son County High School 
by Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell after the school’s 
site-based decision making 
council decided to use an 
interim principal for the 
coming school year, the dis¬ 
trict announced. 

Glass, a 1993 graduate 
of the school, served three 
years as an associate princi¬ 
pal and just completed his 
12th year as a teacher and 


administrator, according to 
the news release. 

Glass 

replaces out¬ 
going prin¬ 
cipal Ronnie 
Fields, who 
earlier this 
year accepted 
a position 
with the dis¬ 
trict’s central 
office. 

Mitchell said the posi¬ 
tion will be reposted in the 
spring of 2014. No explana¬ 


tion was given as to why 
the site-based council, 
which was recruiting to fill 
the job, chose not to offer it 
to any candidate on a full¬ 
time basis. 

Glass’ goal is to “increase 
community relations and 
lead students and staff to 
top 10 percent in perfor¬ 
mance,” Mitchell said in a 
news release. 

“We are confident 
that Mr. Glass’s focus on 
excellence, working with 
students, staff, parents 


and community will lead 
Anderson County High 
School to continued suc¬ 
cess,” she said. 

Glass graduated with a 
bachelor’s degree in second¬ 
ary math education from 
the University of Kentucky, 
followed by completion of a 
master of arts in secondary 
math education. 

Glass was hired to teach 
math in 2001 and was a 
member of the freshman 
center staff when it began 
in 2003.

ed to be pulled off the trailer 
and hauled up the driveway 
in smaller vehicles. 

It took weeks for Kirchhoff 
and Morss — daylily hybrid¬ 
izers and owners of Daylily 
World — to sort them. 

“It was chaos Kirchhoff 
said of their move to Law- 
renceburg in 2006. 

Seven years later, Kirch¬ 
hoff and Morss sit at a picnic 
table surrounded by an acre 
of blooming day lilies: decades 
of trial and error in cross¬ 
breeding more than 750 “cul- 
tivars” or hybrid varieties. 

Neither Kirchhoff, 71, nor 
Morss, 73, said they expected 
to make a career of growing 
daylilies, these “beauty for a 
day” blooms. 

Or expected to move to 
Kentucky, an idea they had 
filed away in the late 1980s 
after Morss visited Lexington 
for a guest speaking engage¬ 
ment. 

“I had no idea I was going 
to do this,” Morss, who joined 
Kirchhoff in the daylily 
farming venture in the early 
70s, said of his job cross 
breeding daylilies. “I thought 
I was going to do art or some¬ 
thing.” 

Kirchhoff, however, comes 
from a lineage of horticultur¬ 
ists. 

He said his mother and 
father owned a successful 
gladiola business in Florida 
and when Kirchhoff Gladi¬ 
olus of Unusual Merit was 
sold, his father E.D. Kirchhoff 
began hybridizing daylilies as 
a hobby. 

Kirchhoff, then about 27, 
had left a career in the music 
industry in merchandising 
after a bad injury left him 
partially paralyzed. 

“I had to reinvent my life, 
move back to Florida,” he 
said. 

When Kirchhoff’s parents 
died seven weeks apart in 
1978, Kirchhoff and Morss 
(who Kirchhoff convinced to 
join him in Florida from Cali¬ 
fornia in 1972), took over the 
Kirchhoff hybridizing hobby 
and made Daylily World into 
their own full-time business 
by 1984. 

Kirchhoff said he remem¬ 
bers his first attempt at a 
daylily hybrid at age 15. 

He had taken a single, 
small yellow daylily, “Little 
Cherub,” and crossed it with 
an unknown, rusty red seed¬ 
ling. His parents held off on 
planting their son’s experi¬ 
ment, waiting so that Kirch¬ 
hoff could see the first bloom 
of his original cross when he 
came back from college. 

The blooms were a disap¬ 
pointment, Kirchhoff said. 

“We can throw those all 
away because they’re obvi¬ 
ously not worth keeping,” 
Kirchhoff remembered. 


But a daylily fever took 
hold, Kirchhoff said. 

“It becomes a world,” he 
said. “We all pretend we’re 
painting with pollen.” 

Morss’ artistic eye lends 
itself well to crossbreeding 
daylilies, Kirchhoff said. 

Morss is particularly 
known for producing flowers 
with a “watermark” pattern, 
the petals near the flower’s 
throat looking as though 
brushed with watercolor 
paint. 

In the years since Morss 
joined Kirchhoff in Florida 
and “graduated” from weeder 
to fellow hybridizer, Morss 
has been reading about the 
genetics of different cultivars. 

Perhaps even a few daylily 
cookbooks? 

Morss said anyone can eat 
the buds of the daylily (best 
when harvested three days 
before the bud opens) or the 
flower petals themselves. 

“It tastes a little like Bibb 
lettuce, but with a little bite,” 
Morss said, mentioning that 
the flowers, including the 
roots, are completely edible. 

Daylily World grows 
about 30,000 different day- 
lily seedlings, but only the 
best daylilies make it to the 
naming stage, the hybridized 
“cultivars” that Kirchhoff 
and Morss believe have the 
quality, bloom production and 
distinctiveness to be sold to a 
waiting domestic and interna¬ 
tional market. 

“I’m looking closely at the 
double red,” Kirchhoff said of 
one particular cross during a 
tour of the garden. 

Daylilies are shipped to 
customers “bare root,” that 
is, uprooted from the ground 
and sold with roots, “crown” 


and about 6 inches of the 
green “fan” attached for 
future planting. 

The best and brightest of 
the cultivars are presented 
to online customers in an 
“introduction,” much like a 
runway clothing line intro¬ 
duced for a spring collection. 

Daylily World’s select 
plants range in price from 
$17.50 to more than $275, 
depending on the demand 
and availability of the 
desired hybrid. 

For Daylily World’s Spring 
2013 introduction, Kirch¬ 
hoff and Morss presented 14 
cultivars — from the purple 
watermarked “Solo Girl” 
named after their late Ger¬ 
man Shepherd to Peppermint 
Truffle Cake, a “peppermint 
and ice-cream pink peony 
double” as described in Day- 
lily World’s newest catalog. 

The naming convention 
for daylilies does not need to 
follow a pedigree in tracing 
back any kind of family tree 
of plant parentage. 

Daylily World has a list of 
about 1,000 potential names 
including movies, books, 
celebrities, tubes of lipstick 
and even religious symbology, 
Kirchhoff said. 

“It can be anything you 
want, you can make it into 
a political statement if you 
want,” he said. 

Kirchhoff and Morss pay 
often pay homage to friends 
and family in the names of 
their flowers. Some customers 
chose their own daylilies for 
friends, or those grieving the 
loss of a loved one. 

Kirchhoff and Morss also 
have had their daylilies cho¬ 
sen and named after notable 
people and celebrities, includ- 


What is a daylily? 

The daylily, also known by the scientific 
label of hemerocallis, takes its more 
common name from the Greek, 
meaning "beauty fora day" because 
each bloom lasts for about 24 hours, 
according to the American Hemerocallis 
Society website. 

Daylilies'peak blooming season starts 
about the third week of June into mid- 
July, Daylily World owners and horticul- 
turalists David Kirchhoff and Mort Morss 
said, but the daylilies on their Gilberts 
Creek Road farm have bloomed unusu¬ 
ally late this year. 

ing Betty Ford and former 
TV Cat woman actress Julie 
Newmar. 

Newmar made the crucial 
mistake of choosing a hybrid 
of Morss’ instead of Kirch¬ 
hoff’s, Kirchhoff joked. 

“I fell out of love with her 
a little bit, but not too much,” 
Kirchhoff said. 

Only one of their hundreds 
of named daylilies has been 
patented — a cross of Kirch- 
hoff’s. 

There’s only so much 
Kirchhoff and Morss can do 
to protect their daylily prod¬ 
uct, they said, from those 
who’d take their unique vari¬ 
ants and sell them without 
attribution for mass produc¬ 
tion. 

Morss said he’s seen one 
of his award-winning daylil¬ 
ies, “Paper Butterfly,” sold in 
a central Kentucky nursery, 
but with no mention of the 
hybridizer’s name or the date 
the cross was created, a typi¬ 
cal attribution among daylily 
growers. 

But Kirchhoff and Morss 
both say they don’t really 
have time to worry about 
that — they’re too busy creat¬ 
ing new hybrids. 


Want to tour the garden? 

David Kirchhoff and Mort Morss will have 
their daylily farm open to the public 
Wednesday through Sunday from 11 
a.m. to 2 p.m. until the blooms are 
gone in late July. 

Daylily World is located at 1301 Gilberts 
Creek Road, Lawrenceburg, about 13/4 
miles east of US 127 (the first street 
south of the Bluegrass Parkway) on 
Gilberts Creek Road. Turn up the hill 
immediately after mailbox 1301.

“It would be impossible to 
answer that question,” Kirch¬ 
hoff said when asked what 
his favorite hybrid is. “I used 
to answer that question, c It’s 
the last one I’ve looked at.’” 

On his Gilberts Creek Road 
farm, Kirchhoff can look 
about and see row upon row 
of his and Morss’ daylilies, but 
they’re actually looking to 
consolidate some of the beds 
and sell off some plants to 
make room for new seedlings. 

Members of the American 
Hemerocallis Society, Kirch¬ 
hoff and Morss have traveled 
to Australia, New Zealand 
and Italy in the name of day- 
lilies and daylily culture. 

They have customers on 
all continents except Antarc¬ 
tica, Kirchhoff said. 

So retirement is tempting, 
but they’re not ready to leave 
their daylily flower beds fal¬ 
low. 

“I know I can have a good 
time and all [in retirement], 
but I’m just not ready to stop,” 
Morss said.

and left eye. 

Medley claims jail staff 
applied cream to his burns 
and placed him in isolation 
for 13 hours. He claims he 
“bagged and pleaded” to be 


taken to a hospital, but jail 
officials refused. 

The following day he was 
taken by ambulance to the 
University of Louisville burn 
center where he claims he 
was diagnosed with “severe” 
injuries, including second- 
degree burns and damage to 
his left ear and left eye. 

The suit contends that 


Medley has since lost the use 
of his left ear and continues 
to experience bleeding from 
his left ear. He contends he 
has decreased vision in his 
left eye and other disabilities 
to the left side of his face. 

The lawsuit requests a trial 
by jury and that Medley be 
awarded actual and punitive 
damages, costs, attorney’s fees 


and other relief to which he 
is entitled. 

The lawsuit was filed in 
United States District Court, 
Easter District of Kentucky, 
Frankfort Division. 

The detention center, Shel¬ 
by County judge-executive 
and jailer and other jail per¬ 
sonnel are also being sued in 
the case. 


Medley pleaded guilty ear¬ 
lier this year to manufactur¬ 
ing and possessing metham- 
phetamine after being arrest¬ 
ed cooking the substance in a 
residence on Versailles Road 
in 2012. 

He was placed on proba¬ 
tion for five years in March 
and now lives in Franklin 
County.

said some of the comments 
made in the audits “have 
some merit to them and, yes, 
well fix whatever is there.” 

Shryock also said he is 
surprised that some of the 
opinions offered in the audits 
were released. 

“I don’t know why some 
of that stuff was made pub¬ 
lic,” he said. “Those are the 
auditor’s recommendations, 
and they are one person’s 
opinions. We have different 
opinions and they kind of nit- 
picked on us.” 

Shryock said the muscle 
building supplement, Cre¬ 
atine, was purchased by Ron¬ 
nie Hume, the former parks 
maintenance supervisor who 
retired last year. Shryock said 
it was given to inmates, who 
also had access to a weight 
bench in the county park. 

“They had a weight bench 
in there, but John Wayne got 
rid of it. Now, we’re not using 
prisoners, so we fixed that 
situation.” 

Shryock said the purchase 
of Creatine and urinary pain 
relief tablets called AZO was 
caught by auditors who went 
on the retail store’s website 
and were able to match the 


numbers on the receipts to 
those items. 

Another problem noted 
in the 2012 audit came from 
$55,000 in improvements to 
the county’s animal shelter 
without first bidding that 
work. 

State law requires bids for 
purchases and projects over 
$20,000, but that didn’t hap¬ 
pen. It also pointed out that 
the county made a $15,000 
payment to the contractor 
doing the work that was not 
included on the county’s bills 
list before it was paid. 

Conway alerted the fiscal 
court to that problem when 
it was realized last year, and 
took responsibility for failing 
to have the project bid. 

Also in 2012, the auditor 
said the county needs better 
control over expenditures, 
noting that at least 10 invoic¬ 
es or receipts were missing; 
two fuel statements did not 
have fuel receipts attached; 
and two instances of invoices 
paid twice resulting in over¬ 
payments of $22,573 to one 
vendor, which was discovered 
by the vendor and brought to 
the county’s attention. 

It also noted that four 
invoices were not paid within 
the required 30 days, and that 
nine invoices lacked evidence 
of sufficient review and 
approval before payment. 


The 2012 audit also noted 
that receipts were not given 
to park patrons for collection 
of sports registrations, field 
rentals and fundraiser/dona- 
tions collected. The report 
said daily deposits were some¬ 
times mathematically inac¬ 
curate and had no supporting 
documentation. It also noted 
that cash was taken from 
concessions for purchasing 
supplies/food. 

The auditor noted the 
same problems in 2011, say¬ 
ing that by not having proper 
internal controls over cash 
receipts “money could be mis¬ 
placed or stolen.” 

Credit card purchases were 
also called into question in 
2012, with the auditor noting 
that bills were often paid late, 
resulting in interest charges, 
and that sales tax was made 
on numerous occasions 
despite the county being tax 
exempt. 

“We shouldn’t have done 
that,” said Shryock. “We 
are trying to watch out for 
that, but sometimes [former 
finance officer] Rick [Waddle] 
let that fly through.” 

The 2011 report noted 
issues with employee time 
cards, including that on eight 
occasions time sheets were 
not signed by the employer 
and/or employee, and that 
withholding authorization 


forms were not on file for all 
deductions. 

Credit cards issues also sur¬ 
faced in 2011, with the auditor 
saying only one of four credit 
cards tested had all receipts 
supporting charges to the 
cards. 

One of the credit cards car¬ 
ried a balance for the entire 
fiscal year, the auditor said, 
and along with Creatine and 
AZO tabs, a credit card was 
used to purchase automotive 
epoxy by the parks depart¬ 
ment but was charged to 
inmate meals. Inmates were 
also provided with breakfast 
items that were charged 
despite only being authorized 
for lunches. 

Another comments shows 
that one credit card bill was 
paid over the phone rather 
than by check. 

The report also shows 
that “excessive amounts of 
drinks” were purchased and 
that charges made for inmate 
meals did not identify how 
many inmates were being 
fed an that the per-inmate 
amount was not exceeded. 

The 2011 audit also pointed 
out that a log of receipts col¬ 
lected at the judge’s office 
was maintained for some 
receipts, but not all. “This 
log never agreed back to the 
daily deposit to ensure all 
funds were properly deposit,” 


the report said. 

All of findings included 
lengthy suggestions for fix¬ 
ing the problems, suggestions 
Shryock said aren’t necessar¬ 
ily the only way to do things. 

“They are in Frankfort try¬ 
ing to figure out how every¬ 
one should do things,” he said. 
“But when you get in the 
trenches, our budget doesn’t 
permit us to hire five people 
to take care of all of this. 

“If you do a cost to benefits 
analysis, you’d spend more 
money catching the nickel 
and dime things and cost tax¬ 
payers more in the long run. 

“We are administering as 
efficiently and cost effec¬ 
tively as we can. We’re not 
General Motors and can’t do 
everything they suggest, but 
we try to do the best we can.” 

On Friday, a spokesperson 
for the auditor’s office noted 
that it is not an enforcement 
office but does try to assess 
the amount of risk in the way 
government bodies function. 

“We look at the controls 
and processes in place,” the 
spokesperson said. “Those 
processes are geared toward 
minimizing risk and when 
you have multiple findings, 
that speaks to a heightened 
sense of risk.”

Magistrate 
David Ruggles was absent. 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway reiterated 
earlier comments that he “has 
people” working to collect pri¬ 
vate donations — donations 
he said won’t materialize 
until those donors actually 
see ground broken for the 
facility, slated to be build on 
the former pulling track in 
the county park. 

“I’m talking to people 
who know people whose got 
money,” Conway said. “If 
we get $1 million or more, I 


don’t think we’d have to raise 
taxes.” 

Stevens said he also 
opposes raising taxes for the 
facility, but said he has 
spoken with people 
who would be willing to 
have their taxes raised 
if that’s what needs to 
be done. 

Resident Donna 
Drury claimed that 
people she has spoken 
with strongly support a 
swimming facility and 

would even be willing - 

to let the fiscal court 
draft funds from their check¬ 
ing accounts on a monthly 
basis to get it built. 

“I think it would be a good 
investment for the commu¬ 
nity,” she said. 

Conway said people he has 


spoken with favor the facil¬ 
ity 3-to-l, but acknowledged 
that $2.8 million is “a lot of 
money.”

Conway said during his 
30 months in office, the fis¬ 
cal court has doubled the 
amount of money it has in 
reserve to about $1.6 mil¬ 
lion, but acknowledged that 
wouldn’t pay for even half of 


the facility’s debt. 

“With a $188,000 annual 
payment, in 10 years it would 
eat that [$1.6 million] surplus 
up,” Conway said. 

* Resident Wayne 
Todd spoke up and said 
he likes the idea of a 
swimming facility, but 
is concerned that taxes 
would have to be raised 
or that a payroll tax 
could be instituted to 
cover the debt. 

“I’d hate to see prob- 

- lems like were caused 

at the health depart¬ 
ment,” Todd said. “They spent 
better than $2 million on a 
building and that place is just 
barely hanging on over there. 

“I hope you can make the 
right decisions without rais¬ 
ing taxes.” 


As for Conway’s efforts on 
donations, Todd said, “A lot of 
people talk the talk when it 
comes to donations.” 

During the study pre¬ 
sentation, Mike Carroll of 
Brandstetter Carroll Inc. told 
magistrates that the revenue 
estimates were conservative 
and didn’t include residents 
using the pool from outside of 
the city limits. 

He said the estimates also 
don’t include revenue that 
could be raised from leasing 
part of the pool room for par¬ 
ties. 

No date for a final vote on 
the pool was set.

Taxpayers deserve 
squeaky dean audit 

L ast Tuesday’s fiscal court meeting served as the perfect 
example of why Anderson County continues to receive 
remarkably poor state audits (see Al). 

During a routine vote to approve budget transfers, Magis¬ 
trate David Ruggles questioned why some figures 
being proposed by Treasurer Dudley Shryock didn’t 
appear to add up. 

Shryock tried several times to explain what was 
being proposed, but Ruggles simply didn’t under¬ 
stand what he was talking about. 

Ruggles, regarded by frequent observers of fiscal 
court meetings to be “the most intelligent magis¬ 
trate on the court,” finally looked to fellow magis¬ 
trates and asked if any of them understood what 
Shryock was saying. 

“Am I the only DA who doesn’t understand this?” 

Ruggles asked. 

Their response? Laughter. 

So Ruggles asked again and the response was 
exactly the same — laughter, with not a single magistrate 
answering his question. 

The transfers, which were almost certainly accurately per¬ 
formed by Shryock, were approved and the meeting came to an 
end. 

Ruggles has a well-earned reputation as the court’s antagonist 
when it comes to paying bills, which usually happens at the end 
of hours-long meetings when everyone else is eager to adjourn. 

This isn’t to infer others don’t ask questions or care about tax¬ 
payer dollars, too, but rarely do ask questions as often as Ruggles. 
As was the case last Tuesday, the usual reaction he receives 

from those with whom he serves is 
a combination of rolled eyes, good- 
natured laughs and, occasionally, an 
irritated sigh. 

That has to change. 

Given how poorly this county has 
performed on its past several audits, 
one would think magistrates would 
join Ruggles in being extremely 
skeptical and demand full explana¬ 
tions of how tax dollars are spent. 

Yes, in a perfect world those in 
charge of putting together bills lists 
and managing the county’s day-to- 
day finances should be able to be 
counted on to do that job. 

But there is a good reason why 
since taking office in 2010, Judge- 
Executive John Wayne Conway is 
on his third finance officer, and it 
isn’t because the first two performed 
their duties exceptionally well. 

If they had, taxpayers wouldn’t 
have been on the hook to pay for 
muscle building supplements, uri¬ 
nary pain pills or other ridiculous 
purchases that were made with 
county credit cards. 

Conway, who fell on the sword for the two recent audits, 
shouldn’t be alone in accepting blame. 

There were plenty of clues over the past several years that 
something was amiss. Remember Lea Beasmore’s failed sexual 
harassment lawsuit a few years ago? A major underlying fac¬ 
tor in that lawsuit stemmed from her concerns about how the 
finance officer at that time was performing, with problems 
ranging from cancellation notices for missed insurance pay¬ 
ments to interruptions in Internet services — at county offices, 
for crying out loud. 

Yet when the county prevailed in the lawsuit, everyone but 
Beasmore celebrated and put the entire sordid episode behind 
them. 

But the problems didn’t end, even when that finance officer 
was finally let go. 

Almost without exception, the fiscal court’s biweekly bills 
lists still included errors ranging from items being improperly 
coded to bills being presented for payment when payment had 
already been made. 

Consider, too, that taxpayers for years bought lunches for 
work-release inmates — we’re not talking about items from 
Mickey D’s dollar menu here — before it was realized that 
inmates were provided a lunch from the jail and the practice 
stopped. 

Is it unreasonable to expect all six magistrates to take the 
time to personally examine each and every invoice before 
approving payment? Perhaps, but in exchange for free health 
care, cell phone reimbursement, retirement and the stipend 
each magistrate is eligible to receive, each must swear that they 
work a minimum of 100 hours each month. 

Do they actually work 25 hours a week on average? You’d 
have to take that up with them, but until this county receives a 
squeaky clean audit that doesn’t include foolish purchases, per¬ 
haps their 100 hours a month should include a little more time 
spent doing just that.

Self-harm is not something 
new. You may have been 
aware of it when you were 
younger, but concerns about 
self-harm seem to be increas¬ 
ing as positive communica¬ 
tion with caring adults has 
decreased over the last 20-plus 
years. 

Teens may feel so over¬ 
whelmed that they are unable 
to express how they feel or 
may be too embarrassed to 
admit it. Some teens are sleep 
deprived and overscheduled. 
They also deal with negative 
peer pressure and pressure to 
succeed. Not all stress is nega¬ 
tive but too much can be over¬ 
whelming.

Organic isn’t always certified organic 


I love a good rainstorm, 
especially at night. 

We sure got some 
rain last week. The night of 
the big blow I 
ended up with 
over 21/2 inch¬ 
es. It thundered 
and rumbled 
and lit up the 
sky and I slept 
like a baby. In 
Arizona, I some¬ 
times used a CD 
of rainstorms 
to help me fall 
asleep. Arizona 
rarely has what 
we call thun¬ 
derstorms. It is a desert. 

This summer we have 
been far from desert, and I 
am so glad. This is the first 
time in two years that we 
haven’t had a dry June. 
With all the heat and rain, 

I think I can hear my toma¬ 
toes growing. Everything 
is growing well, even the 
weeds. 

Remember that you can 
use boiling water or apple 
cider vinegar to kill weeds. 
If you use poisonous chemi¬ 
cals to kill your weeds, the 
rain carries those chemicals 
to all sorts of places. Please 
be very careful when using 
any type of poison for 
plants or animals. It never 
stays in one place. 

I have finally reached a 
point in the garden when 
I have a little time. A little 
weeding and waiting is all I 
can do right now. So I have 
turned my thoughts and 
efforts to my houseplants 
and boy do they need it. I 


really should repot every¬ 
thing every year but I don’t. 
I just add liquid fertilizer. 
This year is the year to 
change the dirt. 

Houseplants don’t get 
the rain showers that out¬ 
side plants do. That means 
a lot of dust builds up on 
the leaves, blocking needed 
sunshine that makes their 
chemical food. That’s when 
they start to look a little 
sad and we wonder what’s 
wrong. Food is very impor¬ 
tant to all living things. 

Houseplants are totally 
dependent on us to feed 
them and we do it, when 
we have the time. You can 
make your life much easier 
by repotting. It’s kind of like 
fixing dinner in the crock 
pot, you put everything in 
and forget it. Good ingredi¬ 
ents are always the key. 

Potting soil comes in all 
kinds of bags and we don’t 
really pay much attention 
to the list of ingredients 
and to be truthful the listed 
items aren’t always to clear. 
Over the last several years 
companies have begun 
using the left over sludge 
found in water treatment 
plants. Just take a moment 
to think of all the things 
flushed down our sinks and 
toilets. 

Companies have some 
very creative ways to grab 
your attention. Key words 
like “natural” and “organic” 
can be used in different 
ways. Look for the words 
“certified organic” if you 
really want to be safe. The 
next step is the container. 


Plastic pots made in the 
USA are fine for indoors. 
They’re lighter than the 
ceramic and usually much 
cheaper. Since repotting 
plants is a major job, espe¬ 
cially if you’ve had them 
a while, you need to find a 
place to make a mess. Out¬ 
side in the shade is good. 

I lay my pot on the side 
and roll it a little while 
pressing down on the sides. 
This loosens the soil to allow 
you to slide the whole thing 
out of the pot onto newspa¬ 
per. It’s best to do this when 
the soil is lightly damp, so it 
stays in a clump. Have you 
soil mix handy, along with a 
couple cups of small gravel. 

Put the gravel in the 
bottom of the new pot, add 
a few inches of soil, then 
place the clump down into 
the pot. Add the new soil 
around it and gently tamp 
it all down, ep an eye out for 
the sun to shine and race 
out there to get some weeds 
pulled. If you’re stuck inside 
during rain showers take 
the time to check your can¬ 
ning and preserving inven¬ 
tory. It won’t be long before 
we’re bringing in the bush¬ 
els and wondering what 
we’re going to do with it all. 
If you’ve got all of that done 
already, then for heaven’s 
sake take a nap. That’s what 
rain showers are for and 
this season, you’re going to 
need all the energy you can 
get. Happy growing.

younger children will self-harm to transfer 
emotional pain into physical pain. They 
use pain to cope with stress and disappoint¬ 
ment. For some teens self-harm is a way to 
get relief from negative emotions or pres¬ 
sure. 

Self-harm can increase the feeling of 
numbness and the feeling that “no one 
cares about me.” 

Most teens and pre-teens who engage in 
self-harm are not suicidal, but this behav¬ 
ior should not be ignored. The American 
Association for Marriage and Family Ther¬ 
apy defines self-harm as “hurting oneself 
to relieve emotional pain and distress.” It 
is a repeated behavior, not just a one-time 
occurrence. 

Parents and other trusted adults should 
become aware of wounds, cuts or burns 
on the arms, legs and body trunk or other 
areas that are easy to hide. It’s probably 
easier to notice hair pulling, head banging 
or sores that aren’t allowed to heal. 

The instruments used to cause self-harm 
are ordinary household items. While you 
may be able to control household access to 
some of these items, others will be more 
challenging because they are so common. 

Be aware of knives, razor blades, sewing 
needles, sewing pins or safety pins, scissors, 
pens, keys or other miscellaneous items 
with sharp points. 

What can you do to help? The main 
thing you can do is provide a safe, stable, 
nurturing relationship. Open the door to 
conversation and be supportive. This isn’t 
the time to be critical or pushy. Tell your 
teen that you care about him and are wor¬ 
ried. Ask if there is a way that you can be 
supportive. Try to find out what stressors 
are causing the distress. 

Ask how you can help the teen deal with 
these anxieties or concerns. Maybe simpli¬ 
fying the daily schedule and encouraging 
more sleep and better meals will help. 

You can also encourage moderate exer¬ 
cise as a way to relieve stress. Better yet, do 
it together whether it’s walking the dog, 
playing basketball or tennis together or jog¬ 
ging. Even if you don’t talk much during 
the activity, there is much good that can 
come from joint activities. You are provid¬ 
ing opportunities to support and be avail¬ 
able to your teen. 

Whenever self-harm is suspected or dis¬ 
covered, caregivers should act immediately 
and seek professional mental health ser¬ 
vices for the teen. The two most important 
messages to the teen that self-harms are 
they are loved and they can get through 
this problem.

Two named to library’s board of trustees

The Anderson County Fiscal 
Court approved two new members 
to the Anderson Public Library 
Board of Trustees last Thursday, 
but the decision was not unani¬ 
mous. 

Approved to four-year terms 
were David Abner and Reda 
Bianchi, who will replace outgoing 
members Amy Kennedy and Katie 
Hutton. 

Magistrate David Ruggles voted 
no on both appointments, saying 
his vote was more about the pro¬ 
cess of appointing trustees than 
about the people themselves. 

As he has in the past, Judge- 
Executive John Wayne Conway 
reiterated that the decision who to 
nominate to the library board is 
not his. He said he was given four 
names by the library and had to 


select two. 

Conway cannot choose candi¬ 
dates on his own, and if the can¬ 
didates provided are voted down, 
placing trustees on the library 
board would eventually fall to 
state officials. 

In a document distributed dur¬ 
ing last Thursday’s meeting, state 
librarian and commission Wayne 
Onkst cited KRS173 and said, “these 
appointments are to be made by 
you, with the approval of the fiscal 
court.” 

KRS 173 is the statute being 
disputed by the library here and 
in other areas of the state that 
have been sued for not follow¬ 
ing it when setting tax rates. The 
libraries claim that the statute was 
replaced by House Bill 44 and have 
for years relied on it to set a tax 
rate. 

Ruggles reiterated that he wasn’t 


voting against the two nominees. 

“I disagree with the way this 
works and don’t feel I should have 
to vote if [the judge] doesn’t get any 
input,” Ruggles said. “It’s a., back¬ 
wards, as far as I’m concerned, so I 
vote no.” 

Abner, who replaces Kennedy, is 
a practicing librarian with a MLS 
and over 17 years experience in 
the field, according to information 
provided by the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Libraries and Archives. He 
is also an attorney who has previ¬ 
ous work experience with several 
library environments. 

Bianchi is a retired teacher and 
librarian who has experience serv¬ 
ing on other community boards, 
according to information provided 
by the Kentucky Department of 
Libraries and Archives.

The wreck happened 
about a mile from the Beaver 
Lake Marina when Hall’s 
van appeared to have missed 
a sharp curve and slammed 
into some trees. The roof of 
the van was caved in over 
Hall’s head, but he was able 
to get out and walk about 


a half mile before someone 
picked up him and drove 
him to his home. 

The yard sale is scheduled 
for July 5-6 at another of 
Hall’s sisters, Shelly Hicks, 
located at 123 Ballard St., 
Lawrenceburg. 

Another fundraiser is 
scheduled for Aug. 5 from 6 
to 8 p.m. at Edwardo’s Pizza 
on Glensboro Road. 

Chilton said the family 
will accept any items for the 
yard sale that will help ben¬ 
efit the family 
financially. 

“He’s not 
going to be 
able to go 
back to work 
for a while, 
and his wife is 
pregnant,” she 
said. “He is still 
having trou¬ 
ble with his 
breathing, espe¬ 
cially when he 
walks around. 

“He’s going 
to have a lot 
of follow-up doctor appoint¬ 
ments, and needs help with 
buying medicine. Anything 
people can donate will be a 
big help.” 

Chilton said Hall no longer 
has a vehicle, and hopes to 
find a place to rent in Law¬ 
renceburg while he recovers.

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Two named to public library board

The Anderson County 
Fiscal Court approved two 
new members to the Ander¬ 
son Public Library Board of 
Trustees last Thursday but 
the decision was not unani¬ 
mous. 

Approved to four-year 
terms were David Abner 
and Reda Bianchi, who will 
replace outgoing members 
Amy Kennedy and Katie 
Hutton. 

Magistrate David Ruggles 
voted no on both appoint¬ 
ments, saying his vote was 
more about the process of 
appointing trustees than 
about the people them¬ 
selves. 

As he has in the past, 
Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway reiterated 
that the decision who to 
nominate to the library 
board is not his. He said he 
was given four names by 


the library and had to select 
two. 

Conway cannot choose 
candidates on his own, and 
if the candidates provided 
are voted down, placing 
trustees on the library 
board would eventually fall 
to state officials. 

In a document distrib¬ 
uted during last Thursday’s 
meeting, state librarian and 
commission Wayne Onkst 
cited KRS173 and said, 
“these appointments are to 
be made by you, with the 
approval of the fiscal court.” 

KRS 173 is the statute 
being disputed by the 
library here and in other 
areas of the state that have 
been sued for not following 
it when setting tax rates. 
The libraries claim that 
the statute was replaced by 
House Bill 44 and have for 
years relied on it to set a tax 
rate. 

Ruggles reiterated that 


he wasn’t voting against the 
two nominees. 

“I disagree with the way 
this works and don’t feel 
I should have to vote if 
[the judge] doesn’t get any 
input,” Ruggles said. “It’s a., 
backwards, as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned, so I vote no.” 

Abner, who replaces 
Kennedy, is a practicing 
librarian with a MLS and 
over 17 years experience in 
the field, according to infor¬ 
mation provided by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Libraries and Archives. He 
is also an attorney who has 
previous work experience 
with several library envi¬ 
ronments. 

Bianchi is a retired 
teacher and librarian who 
has experience serving on 
other community boards, 
according to information 
provided by the Kentucky 
Department of Libraries 
and Archives.

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Court rulings show laissez-faire philosophy of life 


W hen the 
Supreme 
Court last 

week issued its rulings 
concerning 
Prop 8 and 
the Defense 
of Marriage 
Act, to say I 
was not sur¬ 
prised is an 
understate¬ 
ment. 

Although 
I was hop¬ 
ing for a 
different 
outcome, I 
had already prepared 
myself for this ruling; 
this has been coming for 
some time. 

Our culture is ripe for 
such a shift. The moral 
fabric of our nation 
had begun to rend long 
before last Wednesday; 
the rulings of the court 
were simply indicative 


of the direction we are 
heading as a society. 

Wednesday’s rulings 
were not merely about 
so-called gay marriage. 
They are part of a big¬ 
ger picture, a larger 
story that humanity 
began to write the day 
our first parents willful¬ 
ly chose to disobey their 
creator (Genesis 2 -3). 

When humanity 
chose to worship and 
serve the creature 
rather than the creator 
(Romans 1:25), and chose 
not to retain the knowl¬ 
edge of God in their 
minds (Romans 1:28), 
God essentially gave 
them over to the lust of 
their own hearts. Since, 
as John Calvin pointed 
out, the heart of man is 
a factory of idols, if we 
do not worship God we 
will make our own god 
to worship, along with 


its own set of religious 
beliefs. 

The gods that people 
have created are mirror 
images of themselves. 

In other words, people 
worship “self.” Like the 
gods of Greek mythol¬ 
ogy, society has fash¬ 
ioned gods that share 
in its attributes: their 
fickleness, arbitrari¬ 
ness, sensuality, etc. The 
religion of our culture 
is pragmatism, which is 
the idea that meaning 
of a proposition rests 
upon the experiences or 
consequences that result 
from a statement of 
fact. In other words, new 
“truths” are innovated 
to deal with conflicting 
claims and experiences 
of life. 

William James, the 
19th/20th century 
philosopher and father 
of pragmatism, wrote 


that “purely objective 
truth, truth in whose 
establishment the func¬ 
tion of giving human 
satisfaction... is nowhere 
to be found. The rea¬ 
sons why we call things 
true is the reason why 
they are true...” In other 
words, truth is relative 
to the person and their 
experience, and there is 
no ultimate standard of 
truth and morality. 

The rulings that 
came down last Wednes¬ 
day are an expression 
of this laissez-faire phi¬ 
losophy of life. We are 
told to “live and let live” 
at the expense of the 
life-giving truth of the 
Bible. Biblical morality 
is not the standard by 
which to live; we are 
the masters of our own 
fates; if it feels good... do 
it. If the Bible is not the 
standard of truth, we

W henever I think I have 
seen it all, a trip to a 
middle school athletic 
event is usually 
about all I need to 
realize I have not. 

And I never will. 

In this job, I 
don’t get to attend 
a lot of middle 
school games, 
regardless of the 
sport.

It’s after elemen¬ 
tary school, where things are 
usually spelled out clearly and 
tightly structured, but before 
the care-free high school years. 
They are years when kids are 
finding themselves in many 
ways, including athletics. 

Unfortunately, over the 
years, those middle school 
athletics had become almost a 
f ly-by-the-seat-of -your-pants 
proposition with very little 
supervision. That is thankfully 
coming to an end. 

In case you missed it, the 
Kentucky Board of Education 
recently authorized the Ken¬ 
tucky High School Athletic 
Association to manage middle 
school sports statewide. Accord¬ 
ing to a news release from the 
KHSAA, the “areas of focus will 
center on student safety, sports 
medicine, best practices and the 
general welfare of the students 
as well as controls on specific 
outside groups who conduct 
middle school athletic events.” 

This is something that has 
been talked about for several 
years. In fact, I was working on 
a story back in the winter but 
never really had enough mate¬ 
rial to feel comfortable running 
it. I sat down with Anderson 
County Middle School football 
coach Brian Holloman about 
the situation. 

At the time, Holloman noted 
that each school set its own 
policies. 

“We have no guidelines,” he 
said then. “We try to follow the 
KHSAA, but we are not bound 
by that. There is no governing 
body for middle schools.” 

Some sports, most notably 
football and wrestling, have 
already been trying to organize, 
providing some guidelines and 
sponsoring state champion¬ 
ships. 

Boys’ and girls’ basketball 
have state championship tour¬ 
naments, but they are, in real¬ 
ity, affairs where anyone can 
enter. Their champions are, 
however, widely recognized as 
the state’s best. 

Clay Birdwhistell, who 
coached girls’ basketball at 
Anderson Middle for seven 
years, saw the lack of guide¬ 
lines first hand. 

Some schools, like Anderson 
County and members of its Salt 
River Conference, currently 
play a schedule that starts 
in August and runs through 
November. It is over before the 
high school season starts. Oth-

It’s all about the little 
things with the Central Ken¬ 
tucky Mudcats. 

Making the right decisions 
in the field. Putting the bat

ball. Get¬ 
ting bunts 
down.

And it’s

That’s what the Mudcats 
organization is all about 

Started in 2001 as a sum¬ 
mer baseball extension of 
the Anderson County High 
School program, the Mud¬ 
cats are still around, playing 
teams from other communi¬ 
ties in Kentucky and sur¬ 
rounding states. And, accord¬ 
ing to Mudcat coach Chris 
Copenhaver, who doubles 
as an assistant coach at the 
high school, it is a major rea¬ 
son why an argument can be 
made that Anderson County 
has been the most success¬ 
ful baseball program in the 
Eighth Region since 2000. 

Anderson has won four 
regional championships, sec¬ 
ond only to Shelby County’s 
five. Anderson also had three 
regional runner-up finishes 
and, until this spring, had 
not been eliminated during 
district tournament play 
since 1998. It was the longest 
run of any Eighth Region 
program. 

That is quite a run for a 
program that did not record 
a single regional tournament 
win from 1984-98. 

Back in 2001, Copenhaver

and Anderson head coach 
L.W. Barnes switched roles in 
the summer, taking a 15-and- 
under team into the sum¬ 
mertime wars. Before that, 
any Anderson County kid 
who wanted to play summer 
baseball at a high level had 
to go to Frankfort, Lexington 
or Louisville. 

Just two years later, that 
same group won the school’s 
second regional champion¬ 
ship. 

This year, the Mudcats are 
competing as a 16-and-under 
team, although Copenhaver 
says most of his players are 
14 or 15. They remain inde¬ 
pendent so there is flexibil¬ 
ity in scheduling. 

Recently, the team com-

Cann explains why 
she’ll remain Bearcat 

Basketball star to play for Cincinnati

The recruting trail has ended for Makenzie 
Cann. 

At least, that is her intention. 

The Anderson County senior verbally 
committed to the University of Cincinnati 
on June 22, making the announcement on 
her Twitter account, saying, “Once a Bearcat, 
always a Bearcat.” 

Cann says she called Cincinnati coach 
Jamelle Elliott to let her know of her decision. 

Cincinnati has been recruiting Cann hard 
for some time, reportedly liking Cann’s shoot¬ 
ing ability and skill set. NCAA rules prohibit 
Elliott or anyone on the Cincinnati staff 
from talking about Cann until she signs her 
national letter-of-intent. 

Cann says she also considered Division I 
schools Eastern Kentucky, Northern Ken¬ 
tucky and Austin Peay. Several other schools 
tried to woo her as well. 

Her commitment is not binding until she 
signs. At this time, she is not sure if she will 
sign in November or next spring. 

“I picked UC for a lot of reasons,” Cann 
said. “I wanted to be in a bigger city, but still 
not too far away from home. UC is only an 
hour and a half from (Lawrenceburg). 

“I also love the coaches. I could see myself 
playing there and helping the team. I feel

like the coaches can make me the 
best player I can be and I will con¬ 
tinue to get better there.” 

Cann also just had a gut feeling 
that Cincinnati was the place for her. 

“Everywhere I’ve been, everyone 
has told me when you get on differ¬ 
ent campuses, you’ll just know which 
school is right for you,” Cann said. 
“Well, I had been on a lot of visits and 
I was thinking that it wasn’t going to 
be that way for me, until I visited UC. 
Then I knew the feeling they were 
talking about.” 

At one time, it appeared that 
Cann would be headed to Western 
Kentucky, where both of her parents 
attended. Former coach Mary Taylor 
Cowles had offered Cann a scholar¬ 
ship during her sophomore season 
(2011-2012) but Cowles was fired 
following that season. New coach 
Michelle Clark-Heard did not con¬ 
tinue recruiting Cann. “I had really 
been interested in them because both 
of my parents went there,” Cann said. 
“I overall love the school.... When the 
coaching staff changed, they didn’t 
keep in touch other than a few letters. 

“Another thing I’ve been told by a 
lot of people is to go somewhere they 
really want you. UC really likes me 
and I really like them.” 

Cann will be joining a Cincinnati 
program that is in a transition. After 
being in the Big East in recent years, 
Cincinnati reportedly made a strong 
push to join the Atlantic Coast Con¬ 
ference but that invitation eventu¬ 
ally went to Louisville. The Bearcats 
will now be a part of the American 
Athletic Conference, largely made up 
of former Big East members. 

Cann says she does not have a lot 
of knowledge about the new confer¬ 
ence, but adds, “I do know being in 
the Big East, they got to play some of 
the best women’s teams in the coun¬ 
try like UConn and Louisville.... It 
will be such an amazing experience to 
get to play against the best women’s 
program in the country.

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ers play a traditional winter schedule 
while some play a modified schedule, 
starting in late September or early 
October and running through Janu¬ 
ary. 

Birdwhistell recalls, “One year, 
we played a team that had played 38 
regular season games.” 

The KHSAA allows high schools to 
play 26 before post-season. 

Under the new guidelines, middle 
school coaches must meet some 
requirements similar to those a the 


high school level, including taking 
sports safety courses and enforcing 
heat-related guidelines. 

It should be noted that Anderson 
County had already been doing this 
but was not required to do so. 

The KHSAA will continue allow¬ 
ing seventh- and eighth-graders to 
continue to play at the high school 
level, but kids sixth-grade and down 
will no longer be eligible. 

Some sports, most notably football 
and soccer, already do not allow mid¬ 
dle school athletes to play at the high 
school level because of safety. 

The changes are for the good, no 
question. They will be going into 
effect during the 2014-15 school year. 


The new rules will not be the 
same, which is as it should be. Middle 
school sports are just different from 
varsity sports. All of the rules that 
govern older kids might not be in the 
best interest of middle schoolers. 

And, those three “in-between” 
years are years of growth and physi¬ 
cal and emotional changes. Athletics 
are not immune to those differences. 

Birdwhistell has seen that first 
hand. As an assistant coach, he will 
be working with an Anderson County 
High School basketball team that has 
five seniors and should be ranked in 
the state’s top 3, maybe even No. 1, in 
the pre-season polls. 

Four years ago, that same group 


had 15 players who ended their mid¬ 
dle school careers with a state cham¬ 
pionship at Rupp Arena. 

Some of that group decided to 
focus on other sports while some just 
decided that varsity athletics were 
not for them. It’s just part of the 
game. 

“Middle school sports are differ¬ 
ent,” Birdwhistell said. 

“It is a time when a kid should be 
able to try many things and find out 
what they want to do.” 

Thankfully, some broad supervi¬ 
sion is coming to that level.

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Now in third year, Mudcat softball team improving

The Central Kentucky 
Mudcats are no longer just 
for the boys. 

The organization is now 
in its third year of sponsor¬ 
ing a softball travel team, 
this year fielding a 14-and- 
under club. The team went 
1-4 in the 127 Challenge, 
held at Anderson County 
Community Park over the 
weekend. 

Mudcats’ baseball coach 
Chris Copenhaver started 
the team when his daugh¬ 
ters began to show interest 
in softball, a first cousin to 
baseball. Copenhaver says 
there are differences but 
they are not major. 

“The biggest difference is 
pitching,” Copenhaver says 
with a smile. The pitching 
coach at Anderson County 
High School, Copenhaver 
turned softball pitchers 
over to former Anderson 
County and current Camp- 
bellsville University player 
Courtney Turpin. 

“That is all hers,” Copen¬ 
haver laughed. 

Turpin’s mother, Cindy 
Searcy, is also on the coach¬ 


ing staff. 

But the rest of the game 
is similar, just played on a 
smaller scale. Bases are 60 
feet apart, not 90. The game 
seems to move quicker. But, 
for the most part, the rules 
are the same. 

“I teach the hitting and 
fielding,” Copenhaver said. 

A big difference within 
the organization is that the 
team is not restricted to 
Anderson County girls. 

“There are just too many 
teams,” Copenhaver said. 
“There are softball teams 
everywhere.” 

Most of the current Lady 
Mudcats are from Anderson 
County, but the team also 
has players from Shelby 
County and Marion County. 
The team mainly plays 
in weekend tournaments 
and will continue to do so 
through mid-August. 

It is still a developmen¬ 
tal program, though, and 
records don’t mean as much 
to Copenhaver. 

“We finished 1-4 on the 
weekend but overall we 
had a good showing with 
the exception of our game 
against the Krossfire, who 
ended up winning (the tour¬ 


nament). We’ve played them 
pretty well before this sum¬ 
mer and they have a very 
good team. With one of our 
pitchers out of town this 
weekend, we were a little 
outmatched,” he said. 

“We are still mixing and 
matching the line-ups and 
getting to know the girls 
where we have a few play¬ 
ers from out of town but we 
saw several positives from 
them. Our biggest problem 
is still giving up that one big 
inning even in our wins this 
summer. The girls just lose 
their focus for an inning 
and we end up giving the 
other team four or five runs. 

“You can’t do that espe¬ 
cially against good teams. Of 
course we do have a young 
team overall as most have 
not played for their high 
school teams yet, and that 
makes a big difference play¬ 
ing most of the teams we go 
against who have girls that 
have played two or three 
years of high school softball. 
If we ever put a whole game 
together, we can be a good 
team.”

peted in an 18-and-under 
tournament at Lindsey Wil¬ 
son College and has played 
some 18-and-under teams on 
the schedule. The big differ¬ 
ence for the Mudcats, howev¬ 
er, is that the team is strictly 
Anderson County kids. It’s a 
rarity in summer ball, where 
teams are often made up of 
players representing several 
different high school teams. 

“Rarely do you find a sum¬ 
mer team that does what 
we do,” Copenhaver says. “A 
lot of teams bring in players 
to win a lot of ball games. 

We want this to be a devel¬ 
opment team for the high 
school program.” 

The formula is simple: 

Start with a group when it 
is young and stay together 
until it graduates. “Ideally, 
we would have two teams,” 
Copenhaver says, “but we 
don’t have enough coaches.” 

The Mudcats usually have 
12 players. To have two teams 
representing different age 
groups would require six 
coaches. Currently, Copen¬ 
haver is assisted by former 
Anderson County players 
Jeremy Turpin, Nick Satterly 
and Tim Hamilton. Home 
games are played at Barnes 
Memorial Field at the high 
school. 

While the team is indepen¬ 
dent, it plays under United 
States Specialty Sports Asso¬ 
ciation baseball rules. 

Currently, the current 
Mudcats are making huge 
strides this summer. 

“I have been more pleased 
this summer than the last 
two,” Copenhaver says. “These 
kids are beginning to under¬ 
stand what it takes to be suc¬ 
cessful.” 

He goes back to the little 
things, like respecting the 
game in an old school man¬ 
ner. 

This year, the Mudcats 
have a bit of a throwback 
look, wearing stirrup-sock 
that had almost become a 
thing of the past. It’s just a 
reminder that baseball is a 


special game steeped in tra¬ 
dition and certain ways of 
doing things. 

“They are coming back 
in style so we are just get¬ 
ting ahead of the curve and I 
think they are more baseball- 
oriented than the socks,” 
Copenhaver says of the fash¬ 
ion statement. “I like how 
they look and it reminds me 
of the old uniforms baseball 
players used to wear.” 

But most importantly, the 
Mudcats stress little things 
on the diamond. In a loss to 
West Jessamine - a team that 
Copenhaver said was actually 
comprised of players from 
more than one school - the 
Mudcat pitching staff sud¬ 
denly could not throw strikes. 

“You have to be able to get 
the fastball over for a strike. 


It’s that simple,” he says. “We 
did OK until two outs in the 
third inning, then we couldn’t 
throw strikes. 

“Baseball is a game of 
humility. Even the best hit¬ 
ters fail seven out of 10 times, 
but you have to pick yourself 
up and keep on swinging.” 

And, Copenhaver says, this 
group of Mudcats, many of 
whom were members of the 
Anderson team that lost to 
Collins in the district tourna¬ 
ment, learned a hard lesson. 

The Bearcats lost in extra 
innings but had several 
opportunities to shock the 
eventual regional champion. 
Little things prevented the 
upset. Anderson went home 
after one game for the first 
time since 1998. 

“That (loss) helps you 


because you can use it as 
motivation,” Copenhaver 
smiled. “ 

It could be simply a bump 
in the road. 

The current Mudcats - 
who had been eighth-graders, 
freshmen and sophomores 
this year - are “extremely 
talented,” according to 
Copenhaver. The incoming 
freshman class won the Little 
League district as 11-year-olds 
and another group, which 
will be at Anderson County 
Middle School this year, won 
the Little League 12-year-old 
district title last year. 

“They have very high 
potential and expectations,” 
Copenhaver said. 

But baseball, with all its 
nuances, is about simply 
knowing how to play the 


game. 

Copenhaver grins when he 
thinks about a speech he gave 
several years ago. Turpin, who 
was playing for the Mud¬ 
cats at the time and has just 
finished his college baseball 
career, repeated it to the cur¬ 
rent team recently. 

“Jeremy told them, ‘You 
will know you know how 
to play the game when you 
know what baseball smells 
like,”’ Copenhaver said. 

Which is? 

“The grass. The dirt. The 
leather of your glove. The 
leather of the ball. It’s a night 
game when the lights are on 
and you smell the air. There 
is nothing like it.”
